EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claims 27-28 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-26 and 29-34 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art 
does not show a plurality of through-holes in each land which are filled with a solder to a 
metal plate to the land as required by independent claims 1 , 1 1 , 1 7-1 9, 22, 25, 29 and 
31 in combination with other limitations of these claims. Such a feature provides a 
greater bonding strength and increased heat dissipation capability.
